The Regular Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery this aornlog 
at 10; 30 o»clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Glover, 
tho ether members present being Masers. LaGorce, Flannery* Long, 
Thora, Hamilton and Mrs. Mall. The Secretary, Assistant Treasurer 
and Assistant recret^ry wore also present.

Upon motion duly seconded, the following resolution was 


RSSPLygD t That inasmuch as the copies of the minutes of 
the Annual Meeting; held on 5 February 1953 were nailed to the asm- 
bers of the Board, and as no corrections or changes have been sug¬ 
gested, they be approved without being read. 

The President than welcomed Mrs. Kail on this, her first, 
attendance at a meeting of the Board. 

The ’’resident said that he had no recommendations to make 
as to the selection of a Trustee to fill the vacancy on the Board. 

The Secretary then read for the second tine the following 
proposed change in the By-laws to amend Paragraph XII by inserting 
after the word 'investments* in the fifth line thereof the following; 

•and the remaining amber® of the Board of Trustees 
shall b® ax officio alternate members of the ~xeeu- 
tive Committee, and in the absence of any regular 
member of tho brec tive Committee any altar nets 
member may be called by the "’resident to serve in 
the place of such absent regular member.* 

f pon motion of »r. Pam11ton, duly seconded, the change in the By-laws 
waa adopted. 

The Secretary reported that all the members elected to The 
Council, with the exception of Colonel Oarbisch, had accepted their ap¬ 
pointments. The Secretary then proposed th® following resolution which 
was unanimously adopted;

pro-rated to the 13th of March, 1953* when they finally released the 
space to the Gallery, and would Urn© cover a period of more than lit 
months* Hr, ?la nary indicated that ha would discuss this natter 
with Mr. Fogler* 

Mr* Thom than read his letter of transmittal and offered

Gentlemen: 


The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to 
submit the following report covering the period January 1st through 
March 31st. 


During January the cornery gallery. No. 65, on the 
second floor was repainted. The 7th Annual Area Exhibition was dis¬ 
mantled, and the installation material stored. A special installa¬ 
tion was made for the display of the Eisenhower Inaugural Medal exhi¬ 
bition. During this period. Biennial paintings were uncrated prepar¬ 
atory for jurying. An exhibition of drawings with special mountings 
as well as an exhibition of Portraits of Americans was installed. One 
of the two outside permanent signs was repainted. 

On January 29th, the American Disinfectant Company was 
engaged to provide for a regular semi-monthly inspection and treatment 
for the control of rats and mice in the gallery and art school for the 
■period of one year at a rate of 1116.00 a month. 

During February the Biennial Exhibition was installed 
in galleries 58 through 67. Strip molding was placed around the base 
boards of the perimeters of the rooms. The rejected Biennial paintings 
were re-crated and shipped. The exhaust fan was rewired and reinstalled 
in the Art School. The second floor Studio in the School was rewired by 
Bateman to provide increased wattage at a cost of #283.65. Fourteen 
large size and twelve small sized frames for reproductions were made. 

In March an exhibition of Swiss paintings were hung in 
galleries 39, L.0, and hi. Special decorative wall frames using rope 
were constructed for this exhibition. An extra light was installed on 
the Clark staircase and the tapestries were rehung on the mezzanine walls 
of the Clark stair hall. The French period room and the adjoining galler¬ 
ies were cleaned, and the floors waxed. 

The Director and Mr. Roberts report that the cost of heat¬ 
ing the Gallery for 1952, amounted to #7,150* which, using the figures of 
2,035,852 as the total cubic footage within the walls, works out at a 
cost of . 00351201 j. per cubic foot per year.

PUBLICITY REPORT 


Three concerts, the opening of Leonard Maurer's one-man 
exhibition, the Contemoorary Swiss Painting exhibition and the 
23rd Biennial Exhibition have been the major occasions for public¬ 
ity during this past quarter. However, the steady press notices 
as a result of the Biennial has far outweighed the others. The 
art critics of the Christian Science Monitor, Art News, Time Maga¬ 
zine, Art in F^cus, The Buffalo Evening News and, of course, all 
four local napersfre viewed the exhibition and given it a continuing 
prominent attention.
